1. Responsive to the Office Action dated March 16, 2006 requesting the 
submission of certain additional information which the Examiner has deemed is 
reasonably necessary to the examination of the caption application, applicants 
respond as follows: 

The request states: "The specification on page 5, lines 16-19, stating 'use of 
this highly effective packaging system has allowed exemption from U.S. hazardous 
materials shipping regulations for the assignee's currency theft protection devices' 
and on page 8, lines 22-27, stating The effectiveness of the system and method of 
the exemplary embodiment herein has been analytically proven and is fully 
recognized by the appropriate regulatory agencies, resulting in an exemption from 
hazardous shipping regulations by the U.S. DOT through issuance of appropriate EX- 
Number that prescribes use of the exemplary spun bond polyolefin packaging system 
disclosed herein' have proven that the claimed subject matter has been known and 
used by others. (Emphasis added) \ 

This is incorrect, as shown by the attached documents. Specifically: 

A. The Ex-Number(s) issued by the U.S. DOT that describes use of exemplary 
spun bond polyolefin packaging system(s) are given in the attached TABLE I, 
columns 1, 2, and 3. The attached copies of the corresponding applications to the 
DOT are also attached (Exhibit I). 

B. TABLE I. also includes the requested information regarding dates of use, 
dates of submission etc. in columns 4 and 6 

C. Issuance dates are shown in TABLE I. column 5. 

D. First dates of use of each system is given in TABLE I column 6. (The dates 
are believed accurate to the best of applicants knowledge and belief. As 
evidenced by the enclosed copy of a receipt marked Exhibit II, Applicants 
received the first shipment of envelopes manufactured to their specification 
from the supplier, XPEDX, on or about January 9, 2003 and was used 
commercially almost immediately thereafter.). 



This application claims priority from U.S. Provisional Application No. 
60/409,674, filed September 10, 2002, and from U.S. Provisional Application No. 
60/410, 985, filed September 16, 2002. The priority dates are either concurrent or 
predate any public use of disclosure of this invention incident to applicants efforts to 
obtain DOT clearance stated in the specification refuting the conclusion that 
applicant's statements in the specification "...have proven that the claimed subject 



matter has been known and used by others.". 

Applicants have made a bonafide effort to respond to the Examiner's request 
and have provided answers that to the best of applicant's knowledge and belief are 
accurate. Applicants therefore respectfully submit that this case is now in condition 
for allowance and such is earnestly solicited.
